First Woman T r i e d 
Here On Prohibition 
Charge Goes Free; 
Husband Also 
Acquitted.

The first woman ever tvied in Ad­ 
ams county for a violation of the 
prohibition laws was acquitted in court 
here today. 
She is Mrs. Bertha M. 
Cullison, South 
Washington 
street, 
who, with her husband, Howard C. 
(’unison, was indicted Monday by the 
November grand jury for illegal pos­ 
session of intoxicating liquor. 
Cul­ 
lison also was acquitted, but the costs 
of their prosecution were placed upon 
them by the jury. 
Mrs. Cullison’s acquittal came as 
something of a surprise for court 
house attaches, who heard her testily 
in court Tuesday afternoon that she 
had purchased two gallons of liquor 
from “a Maryland bootlegger,” whose 
name she did not know, and that the 
stuff was in her 
possession 
when 
Troopers Frutchey and Freudenberger 
raided the Cullison home in Septem­ 
ber. 
Questioned about the use to which 
the liquor was put, Mrs. Cullison testi­ 
fied in her own behalf that her hus­ 
band took an “occasional drink” and 
■that her father-in-law, CJeorge Cul­ 
lison, of Carlisle, w'ho was visiting 
her at the time, also helped to drink 
it. 
No testimony was offered by the 
commonwealth that either Mr. or Mrs. 
Cullison had manufactured or sold 
liquor, and this fact was strongly 
stressed by C. VV. 
Albert 
Rochow, 
York, the Cullisons’ attorney, in hts 
closing plea to the jury. 
Cullison, testifying in his own de­ 
fense, said that he did not know his 
wife had purchased the liquor, which 
w'as found by the state police in their 
raid. Cullison gave himself up Jo the 
police after his wife’s arrest, and 
both were charged with illegal posses­ 
sion. 
Numerous character witnesses for 
Cullisons were called to the stand 
Tuesday 
afternoon 
by 
Attorney 
Rochow. 
Among them w'ere William 
H. Tipton, Jr., Andrew' Bicker, Charles 
Rosen steel, Henry Kalbfleisch, Mervin 
Crouse and John Settle. All declared 
that Cullison’s reputation was good, 
insofar as they knew'. 
After the defense rested, District 
Attorney Butt summoned Sergeant A. 
F. Dahlstrom, Media, formerly sta­ 
tioned here, to the stand in rebuttal 
of 
defense 
testimony.

Rochow' asked for an offer on what 
the commonw'ealth intended to prove i 
by the wetness. 
The prosecuting a t­ 
torney made the offer, and the York 
attorney objected, his objection boing 
sustained by the court. 
Sergeant 
Dahlstrom was dismissed from the 
stand without having offered a wjrd 
of evidence. 
The jury retired for its deliberations 
at 3:55 o’clock, Tuesday afternoon, 
and returned a sealed verdict at 5:45 
o’clock. The sealed verdict was hand­ 
ed to the court at the beginning of 
this morning’s session.

Hunters Are Asked 
to 
Help 
Guard the Forest Against 
Fires During Season. 


With the hunting season under way, 
more than 500,000 hunters will go to 
the* woods of Pennsylvania. 
The 
State department of forests and waters 
issues an appeal to all sportsmen to 
help guard the forest against fire. 
Secretary R. Y. Stuart, in a recent 
interview, said: 
“Good hunting is dependent four­ 
square upon good forests. 
Every 
hunter and those devoted to other out­ 
door sports should realize that there 
is no other starting point for the de­ 
velopment of good sports afield than 
the building of more and better forest 
areas, and still more and better for­ 
est areas.” 
Records kept by the district forest­ 
ers show that over 100,000 hunters 
enjoyed the privileges of the state for­ 
ests of Pennsylvania in 1924. 
About 
65 per cent of the deer and 45 per cent 
of the^bear killed in the state during 
1924 were shot on the state forests, 
which now aggregate 1,131,611 acres. 
Many sportsmen consider the state 
forests their best hunting grounds. 
Legitimate hunting is encouraged mf 
all the state-owned land. 
Forest of­ 
ficers stand ready to cooperate with 
the citizens of the state in making 
these 
extensive 
hunting 
grounds 
available to them, it is officially stat­ 
ed.

Baltimore, Nov. 2.—To the mind of 
a practical railroader, the following 
incident will show what is happening 
on the W estern M aryland where the 
locomotive engineers and firemen are 
winding up the third week of their 
strike: 
Engine No. 705, coupled in with 
six other engines, was running 
“light” one day last week when it 
slipped eight tires. 
The m anagem ent sent engine 
703 from Hagerstow n with a tire 
shrinking outfit to put tires on 
705; but 703 slipped her own tires 
before she could reach 705. 
This is just one of many carefully 
authenticated stories which are coming 
into strike headquarters, but it reveals 
what the W estern M aryland and irs 
president are up against. 
Strikers Quiet, But Firm 
No one in touch with the situation 
can have tho least doubt about the 
staying power of the strikers. 
A ssistant Chief Engineer Paddock 
of the Engineers and Vice President 
B arr of the Firemen attended a m eet­ 
ing at Hagerstown 
last Wednesday 
night. 
There were about 175 men in the 
hall. They calmly discussed the situ a­ 
tion from every point of view, but 
thoro was not the slightest hint of 
quitting. 
“We know what we are up against,” 
said a veteran engineer. 
“Wb didn’t 
quit work until President Byers’ auto­ 
c ra tic methods made such a course im­ 
perative. 
Now th at we are out we 
twill stick to the finish.” 
A quartet composed of engineers and 
firemen sang a parody on “Everybody 
Works but F ather.”* It was a take-off 
on President Byers and pleased the 
boys immensely. 
'At all tho other term inals the situa­ 
tion is much the same as in H agers­ 
town. 
Operating Expenses Doubled 
“While it’s hard to get actual and 
reliable information on the company s 
operations,” said Vice President Barr, 
“it is safe to say th at the operating 
expenses have at least doubled an I 
still the company is unable to main­ 
tain the service at the old standard.” 
Messrs. Paddock and B arr have asked 
the U. S. I.abor Board for an interpre­ 
tation of its decision handed down on 
October 21. 
The board urged both sides to get 
together, make any concessions con- 
sistent with “honorable dealing” and 
restore peace on the W. M. 
The representatives 
of the men 
prom ptly announced th at they wore 
willing to resume conferences with the 
management, but President Ryers in­ 
sisted that before doing so they must 
agree in writing that the scabs ho had 
employed should be given seniority 
rights superior to those of the com­ 
petent employes who were on strike. 
Queer Idea of “Honor” 
He said this was his interpretation 
of what the Imbor Board meant by 
“honorable dealing.” 
As stated in last 
week’s 
Lab >r, 
Messrs. Paddock and B arr then asked 
Byers to join with them in asking the 
Labor Board to interpret its own de­ 
cision. 
He refused to even acknowl­ 
edge the communication. 
In calling Byers’ stubborn conduct 
to the attention of the board, Messrs. 
Paddock and B arr said: 
“The action of the carrier has been 
such as prohibits the resum ing of con­ 
ferences or restoring peaceful condi­ 
tions and his unwillingness to join us 
in requesting the I^abor Board to place 
(an interpretation on their opinion and 
decision compels us to request such an 
interpretation from your board with­ 
out the carrier being a party to the 
request.” 
Labor Board A fter Byers 
On October 29 the I^abor Board noti- 
jfied President Byers of 'h e latest move 
of the employes’ representatives and 
asked him what sort of defense he 
had to offer. 
His reply has not been 
made public. 
The attitude of the strikers has won 
widespread public support. 
This is 
‘significant because most of tho big 
daily papers* in the state are domi­ 
nated by railroad influence. 
It is said th at Governor Ritchie j., 
interested in the situation and it i3 
known that many citizens have urged 
him to exert his influence to compel 
Byers to get off his high horse. 
Protest to the Reading 
There are some complaints that the 
j Reading company is not playing fair 
in the m atter cd operating trains ov» r 
the joint track. 
The Reading is putting its engineers 
and firemen on the lead 
engine in 
double-headers 
with 
the 
W estern 
Maryland scab crews bringing up the 
rear. In the past eve- this same tra/’k 
ithe W. M. engine always took the 
lead. 
In this way, it is alleged, the Read- 
i ing has offered the W. M. im ports ’t 
I assistance and a protest 
has 
beer. 
i filed with the general m anager.

The people of today cannot appre­ 
ciate the amount of misdirected effort 
there was among the early settlers of 
Adams county, particularly along in­ 
dustrial lines— labor throw n away be­ 
cause th e / had 
to expeiiment and 
learn only by experiment.

derstood slowly the necessities and 
qualities of tho new world into which 
most of them had come, and we can 
gain only ii faint idea of this by re­ 
flecting that, even today, men are ex­ 
perimenting and still 
improving in 
planting, both as to the kind of seed 
R eplant and the best mode and time 
of putting it into the ground. 
Co­ 
operative and publicity methods today, 
unknown to the early settlers, make 
these experiments less hazardous and 
much more successful, as tho failures 
of neighbois are quickly communicat­ 
ed. 
Experts and organizations also 
are available to point out the pitfalls 
and what might otherwise prove rash 
experiments. 
T ie same applies to 
business men and merchants, whose

A Page From the Fast 
So that the reader of this 
brief 
sum m ary might compare the indus­ 
try and stores of an earlier day with 
the modern industrial and mercantile 
houses of today, a paragraph headed 
“Commerce” from an early history 
of Adams county, which was gleaned 
largely from the newspaper files of 


the Gettysburg 
Star 
and 
Sentinel, 
published < ontinucueiy since 1800, and 
the Gettysburg Compiler, which be­ 
gan a continuous and successful pub­ 
lication carcer only a few years later, 
which reads: 
“Nothing could have been more 
simple than the commerce among 
these early pioneers and settlers 
of Adams county. 
Their first dry 
goods 
store 
were 
itinerant— / 
pack pedlars. 
It was some' time 
before the people had anything to 
sell and, therefore, they had little 
to buy with. 
Tile pedlar, with 
his pack, was one of the valued 
and really valuable Institutions of 
the country. 
His visits were few 
and far between at the lirst, and 
at the ride of a visit a year, he 
could easily supply tine demands 
upon ilia assortment, the chief of 
which, fit one time, was an a s­ 
sortment of combs. 
And It was 
but seldom that you could not 
find somewhere a tuft of hair from 
a horse’s 
tail, fastened with a 
pin in an auger hole, for tho pur­ 
pose 
of 
cleaning 
the 
combs, 
W here this work of 
civilization 
could not be found, you 
could 
take it. for granted that the fam­ 
ily had teen too poor to patron­ 
ize. to that extent, the 
pedlar. 
This itinerant merchant peddled 
ids wares and retailed the news 
of 
the outside world. 
Ile was 
both 
m erchant 
and 
newspaper. 
The elders of 
thee family often 
detested him and his visits; they 
knew' each visit meant some small 
purchase, but the younger mem­ 
bers of the family looked to his 


coming with bright anticipations,
